PARIS, April 24—The journal Des 
Desbats, in an editorial signed by its 
foreign editor, M. Gauvin, supports 
President Wilson's action entirely and

wound will heal, and the surgeon 
will be thanked in the end.”

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ALLIES ARE 
NOT HURRYING 
_ THE MEETING 


Italian Situation and the Delay in 
Preparing Treaty Interferes 
with Early Conference 


PARIS, April 24.—The date of ar- 
rival of the German delegation at Ver- 
gailles is still not determined, and the 
Allied representatives are apparently 
not pressing for haste, In view of the 
fact that the uncertainties of the 
Italian situation might possibly make 
an early inauguration of formal dis- 
cussions between the representatives 
of the allied and associated powers 
and the Germans impossible. Delay 
in framing the treaty of peace is also 
a reason for not desiring the speedy 
arrival of the enemy plenipotentiaries, 
Large Delegation 

The German delegation will be 
larger tha. announced. Gen. Nudant, 
Marshal Foch’'s representative at Spa, 
has been officially informed that in 
addition to the peace delegates, there 
will be a party of 76 persons, including 
experts, and some 40 electricians and 
telegraphers. Three minor* German 
officials who are now at &pa will leave 
immédiately for Versailles to make ar- 
rangements regarding telegraphing 
and facilities for feeding the delega- 


tion. 
Freedom of Movement 


It js sald that no final decision has 
been reached as to according ‘ree- 
dom of movement to the Germans, as 
requested by Count von Brockdorff- 
Rantzau, the’ German foreign minis- 
ter, nor regarding possible access by 
allied newspapermen to the press re- 
presentatives of the German delega- 
tion. Andre Tardieu, who Is in charge 
of arrangements, has flatly opposed 
any freedom being given the Germans 
and has insisted that they must con- 
tinus to be treated as enemies nntil 
the treaty is signed. 

Points Causing Delay 

The supposition that the delay fn 
the completion of the draft of the 
treaty has been due entirely to ma- 
terial difficulties has been abandoned, 
it being admitted in conference cir- 
cles that final decisions have not yet 
been reached on a number of second- 
ary questions which, though of minor 
importance, are included in the docu- 
ments. Among these questions are the 
detalls relative to the disposition of 
the German cables, some aspects as to 
reparations, the agreement of the or- 
ganization committee to sit after the 
conclusion of peace to supervise the 
collection of reparations and the dates 
when the latter instalments of the in- 
demnity from Germany shall be paid. 


TEACHERS ASK 
FOR EXPULSION 
OF HUTTERITES 


Final Meeting Manitoba Edu- 
cational Association 


WINNIPEG, April 24.—A motion 
asking that immediate steps be taken 
to deport the Hutterites as undesirable 
citizens was passed without a dissent- 
ing vote at the final session of the 
Manitoba Educational association this 
afternoon. Other motions passed in- 
cluded the barring of all immigration 
into Canada for at least ten years to 
come of persons from alien enemy 
countries, and that all conscientious 
objectors be classified as “undesirable 
citizens.” 

Total prohibition, making the manu- 
facture, sale and importation of all 
spirituous liquors, except for medicin- 
al purposes, illegal was approved. 

The convention endorsed a pension 
schemo for teache;'s and a recommen- 
dation asking the government to ap- 
point a commission to inquire into 
the whole question of teachers’ salaries 
and conditions of work. The survey 
will take in all western previnces. 


Y.M.C.A. WORKERS

LONDON, April 24—(A.P.)—Publio opinion in Italy, 
according to a wireless message from Rome, is much excited 
against the peace conference for refusing to recognize the 
Italian claims. Apparently there is a complete truce in party 
polities and the newspapers are unanimous in blaming the 
Allies. It is declared that feeling is running so high that it 
might have a disastrous influence on Anglo-Italian relations: 

‘The Italians consider that they have been betrayed by 
the Allies,’’ the dispatch says. ‘‘The whole nation is aroused 
and has rallied to the support of Orlando and Sonnino. There 
is a brave army ready to make every sacrifice for the realiza- 
tion of their program. Many popular demonstrations have 
taken place, and the watchword adopted is ‘‘Fiume or 
Death!’’

OTTAWA, ril 24 —The bill to in- 
corporate the Canadian National Rail- 
way Company once more engaged the 
attention of parniiament today, but the 
opposition to certain features of the 
measure wass less strenuous than on 
Wednesday.

FOREST LANDS 
OF BRITAIN TO 
BE REPLANTED 


LONDON, April 24.—Two hundred 
thousand acres of forest land in Great 
Britain are to be replanted at a cost, 
for planting and maintenance the first 
ten years of $17,000,000, according 
to an announcement by the govern- 
ment, The trees will replace some of 
the heavy timber cut down during 
the war and provide additional forests, 
so that the country may be indepen- 
dent of other timber sources in case 
of emergency. 

Forests are being trained and the 
necessary saplings are being prepar- 
ed. If the experiment ia success- 
ful, it is proposed to increase the 
acreage of re-forewted land to 1,770,- 
000 acres within the next 40 years,

Force Is Urged To Prepare 
For The Next Great War 


Brig.-General Griesbach at Banquet Given to Him at Macdonald Last 
Night Says Canada Has Had Opportunity of War in Every 
Fifteen-Year Period of Its History—Canada's Magnificent Force. 


Should Be Perpetuated 


“I ask you to give your thoughtful 
and earnest consideration to the mili- 
tary situation of Canada and desire 
you as soldiers to interest yourselves 
in creating and maintaining a military 
force in the Dominion that will live 
up to the gloricus reputations that 
haye been created by Canadians on 
more than a dozen battleflelds—-repu- 
tations as great as any ever created 
in military history.” 

Such was the plea of Brig.-Gen, 


{Griesbach, C.B., C.M.G., D.8.0., M.P., 


made in the course of his address, de- 
livered to Edmonton officers of His 
Majesty's Forces at a complimentary 
banquet which was tendered him in 
the Macdonald hotel last night. 

The address was one of the most 
lucid given by the general since his 
return to Edmonton and in all ear- 
nestness he spoke of the absolute ne- 
cessity that Canada maintain an ade- 
quate military force and, moreover, a 
force that would perpetuate the un- 
paralleled records of thosq Canadian 
units which served in France, 

He ‘stated that it would be a crime 
to allow the splendid military organ!- 
zation which has been built up by 
Canada during the war to be dissi- 
pated at this stage of its success and 
he remarked that the question now 
arose as to how this organization 
might be maintained. Mention of the 
fact was made that a committee has 
already been appointed in Ottawa to 
bring down a plan for the mainten- 
ance of present military units. This 
committee was now about to begin 
its work, 

War Every Fifteen Years 

General Griesbach pointed out that 
the history of the country clearly re- 
vealed that if Canada wanted to it 
could go to war every fifteen years. 
“History repeats itself,’ remarked the 
general, “and I haven't the least 
doubt but what in fifteen years we 
will find ‘'t necessary to go to war 
again. The most common commer- 
cial transgancuion is vasca on suice, 
and if this transanction is not settled 
in the rightful manner, then force is 
brought to bear to make it. And it 
is so with nations. Force equally de- 
|termines their relationship, 

Speaking of the social question, 
General Griesbach said that Japan 
had been ailowed to participate in 
the peaece conference simply be- 
cause it had an army and ships and 
was developing commercialy.

In conversation with Bupt Wilson

government In regard to farniing. “But 
take the majority of us’ he continued, 
“are following various trades and pro- 
fessions ,and for us practically nothing 
is offered. For the farmer, everything 
is rosy and bright, but I consider that 
when legislation Is created for one 
section of returned men and pratical- 
ly nothing done for other sections, that 
something is wrong and that a remedy 
should be decided upon.”

discussed at a large meeting of veters 
ans to be held in the Mmpire theatre

Council Committee Discussed 
Wage and Taxation Problems 


The public works committee of 
the city council had another session 
on Thursday morning for considera- 
tion of the fair wage schedule propos- 
ed for adoption by the city, by the 
Trades and Labor Council, and an 
agreement has practically been ar- 
rived at in regard to the various 
points at issue. 

The employees were represented by 
a delegation which included Secretary 
Farmilo and J. Findlay, of the Trades 
and Labor Council. As the Alliance 
Power Company is largely concern- 
ed, it was represented by Manager 
Cc.

Among other pointe decided, it 
was arranged that the schedule 
ehould go into effect from February, 
1919. Also that where a mechanio 
is employed as a temporary foreman, 
he should be given 6 cente per hour 
extra on his ordinary wages. It was 
agreed that after an employee had 
been at the power house for thirty 
days thet he could not be dismissed 
for incompetency without special in- 
quiry. 

Somé other matters were dealt with 
by the committee, and it was agreed 
that any crossing over the HB.

practicable. 

Alderman Prevey, who {s chairman 
of the sub-division and taxes com- 
mittee, raised the question of contin- 
uing the work started last year, of 
attempting to classify the outer sub- 
divisions in the city for taxation pur- 
poses, with particular regard to 
those that would have to be consider- 
ed as agricultural land solely, while 
other land woud be partly served by 
utilities, and would, therefore, have 
to come in another zone. He was of 
the ‘vopinion that {f council did not 
pace the matter, it would eventually 
be forced to take it up by the Board 
of Utility Commissioners. He sug- 
gested that someone should be as- 
signed to collect all the available in- 
formation on such lands, and that 
afterwards the owners might be call- 
ed in and their views on the subject 
secured, and the council might then 
be able to get to work on some plan, 
It was decided to recommend to the 
council that action should be taken 
along the lines proposed by Ald. Pre- 
vey.

CITY YARDS 


Edmonton Is to Be Central Dis- 
tributing Foint for Northern 
Alberta 


Hdmonton is to be made the cont- 
ral distributing point for northern 
Alberta, for all live stock, which the 
Soldier Settlement Board is buying 
for the returned soldiers. Under this 


arrangement, the board is buying at 
the best prices stock considered suit- 
able for the so'dlers settling on the 
land, and this ts resold to the sol- 
dlers at cost price, 

One hundred horses are to arrive 
Friday and will be kept at the Stock 
Yards, The Stock Yards company ts 
giving accomodation to these horses 
without profit, {n order to essiet as 
much as possible in keeping down the 
price at which they will bo resold 
to the soldiers. 

Major Shaw hae been put In charge 
of the buying of the horses for this 
province and will be under the direct 
supervision of George Jones who ts 
in charge of all purchasing for the 
west. A man will be placed fn charge 
of the horses here and the work will 
be under the supervision of the mar- 
kets representativé, C. 1, Bain, 

fo far as cattle are concerned, the 
soldiers will be sent to the stock yards 
where Mr. Bain will act in an advis- 
ory capacity and they will get their 
stock from the offerings on the yards. 
The same applies to all stock other 
than the horses, which will be kept 
at the yards ail the time also.

ADVOCATED 


Free Modical Treatment for To- 
tally Disabled Soldiers Is 
Also Urged 


MOOSE JAW, April 24.—Pquality 
| of pensions and the free medical trent- 
ment for totally disabled pensioners 
were the subjects of two resolutions 
{that Were passed at Thursday morn- 
| ing's seasion of the G.W.V. convention. 

The pensions debate, which occu- 
pled the larger part of the morning 
session resulted in the convention 
moving a resolution strongly urging 
|the Dominion government to equalize 
‘the pensions for all members of the 
C.E.¥., irrespective of rank, and to 
largely increase the present scale of 
pensions to returned men and particu- 
larly to dependents of deceased geol- 
dlers. 

In introducing the motion of free 
medical treatment to totally disabled 
pensioners, one delegate considered the 
suggestion might be advanced that 
officers having formerly held better 
financial positions might use it as a 
theory that their pensions should be 
larger. This idea, however, was soon 
crushed by Lieut. Hislop, himself 
severely disabled, who was very eme 
phatic in the idea and considered it 
was an absolute necessity. The resolu. 
tion was then put and carried, which 
requested the Dominion command to 
;make an earnes® effort to have pro- 
vision made for free treatment, medl- 
cal and surgical, during the continu- 
ance of such pensions.

OTTAWA, April 23 The possi- 
bility of a serious infringment of pro- 
Whneclal rights was aonsideread thid 
morning by the special committee of 


the Commons which is dealing with 
the conwolidated railway law. 


The senate struck out of the bill a 
clause containing the genera! provision 
that when a railway operating under 
a provincial charter is taken over by 
a company with a federal franchise 
it comes fmmediately under the jurie- 
diction of the railway board, The 
matter was discussed at a previous 
meeting when Captain Thomas Wal- 
lace moved that the clause be re-in- 
werted in the bill, The Quebec Cen- 
jtral railway, which has been taken over 
by the C.P.R., but which operates 
under a provincial charter, is one 
|Iine which would be affected by the 
re-insertion of the clause in the bill. 

Hon, Rodolphe Lei.teux read 
long letter from Sir Lomer Gouin, 
premier and attorney-general of Que- 
bec, in which he protested againet the 
proposed change in the railway law. 
He argued that it would lead to trouble 
and tend to prevent the province from 
developing railway enterprises. Hon. 
¥. B. Carvell expressed himself as 
being in favor of the proposed change. 
It wae important, he thought, that 
the railway board should, insofar as 
possible, be given control over the 
operation of railways, more parti- 
cularly as there are no railway 
boards in the majority of the pro- 
vinoes,

Surprised at Publication 


The delegation then inquired, he said, if this represents Presi- 
dent Wilson’s opinion, and received an affirmative answer. The! 
Ttalian delegation met at 4:30 p.m., to take up the note, but had hard- | 
ly begun its consideration before an afternoon newspaper was 
brought in and the Italians were dumbfounded, the premier said, to 
find Mr. Wilson’s note printed there. The surprise of the Italians 
was intense, Signor Orlando continued, to learn that a document so 
vital had been made public in such a manner, and at first doubted 
its authenticity. This doubt was soon removed, however, and the del- 
egation at once deliberated upon the consequences of its publication, 
‘After a discussion which lasted until 6:30 o’clock, the Italians consid- 
ered it necessary to make known their surprise to Great Britain and | 
France, signatories to the London treaty, and addressed a letter to | 
those powers, pointing out the impossibility of continuing to partici- | 
pate usefully in the conference. Regret was expressed that Mr. Wil-| 
son’s statement, which came at the very moment that the Italian dele- 
gation was making a supreme effort to reach a settlement, had made 
that effort impossible, the premier concluded. 

May Make Separate Peace
